j  he  board’s  decision  has  given  the 
versity  the  go-ahead  to  prepare  plans 
a  more  than  250,000-square-foot 
filding  and  to  launch  a  major 


fund-raising  campaign.  The  present 
library  contains  204,425  square  feet  of 
space. 

“We’re  really  delighted  that  the  board 
accepted  the  plans  for  a  building  exactly 
the  size  we  recommended,”  commented 
Dave  Harman,  head  of  the  Student 
Development  Association  and  a  member 
of  the  committee  who  have  been  making 
plans  for  the  library. 

“We  weren’t  really  expecting  that  we’d 
get  approval  for  a  building  the  size  we 


recommended,”  he  continued.  Harman 
said  he  felt  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
had  come  to  realize  the  need  for  the 
addition  and  had  thus  committed 
themselves  to  “quite  an  expenditure”  in 
funding  the  project. 

University  officials  have  agreed  to  raise 
$3  million  towards  construction  of  the 
new  addition.  Of  this  amount,  $1  million 
will  be  raised  by  students  through  the 
Student  Development  Association.  The 
other  $2  million  will  be  sought  in

Utah  County  Attorney  Arnold 
oylance  said  Tuesday  there  would  be  no 
irther  action  involving  two  BYU 
porters  concerning  articles  they  wrote 
/o  months  ago  on  Utah  County  drug 
affic. 

“My  investigation  shows  there  isn’t 
iliy thing  to  it  (the  stories),”  said 
oy lance.  “They’ve  given  me  all  the 
formation  they  have  which  doesn’t 
dicate  any  crime  has  been  committed.” 

A  full  transcript  of  the  two  secret 
vestigative  hearings  (Nov.  30  and  Jan. 

7)  was  released  by  the  County 
ttorney’s  office  yesterday  upon 
iproval  by  District  Court  Judge  Allen  B. 
Drensen. 

The  two  reporters  are  Roger  Aylworth, 


22,  former  managing  editor  of  the  Daily 
Universe,  and  Mike  Gygi,  19,  a  reporter. 
Both  are  from  San  Francisco. 

GYGI  testified  in  the  proceedings  that 
he  was  quoting  “hearsay”  information 
about  the  reported  police  bribery  in  Utah 
County,  but  refused  to  reveal  his  sources 
for  this  information. 

The  Court  also  asked  Aylworth  to 
provide  names  of  persons  interviewed. 

“I  can’t  give  you  the  names  because  I 
don’t  know  them,”  Aylworth  said.  “I  just 
can’t  remember  the  names,  and  not 
because  I’m  refusing  to.”  He  suggested 
several  times  that  he  would  submit  to  a 
polygraph  test  to  verify  his  testimony. 

Sorensen  denied  a  defense  motion  last 
week  that  the  testimony-taken  in 
separate  closed  hearings  to  which  the 


students  were .  subpoenaed  late  last 
year-not  be  released.  Sorensen  said  the 
case  had  resulted  in  “overwhelming 
public  interest”  and’  was  of  public 
concern  because  it  “raised  questions 
about  the  integrity  and  confidence  of  the 
police.” 

THE  TWO  STORIES  appeared  in  the 
Universe  last  November.  They  quoted 
sources  as  saying  a  police  officer  had  been 
taking  bribes  from  “big  dealers”  of 
narcotics  in  the  area.  The  story  quoted  a 
source  as  saying  that  an  unnamed 
policeman  has  been  “on  the  take  for 
some  time.” 

Aylworth  said  in  the  January  testimony 
that  a  Springville  dealer  “said  the  officer

The  exact 
shape  and  style  of  the  building  will  not  be 
determined  until  after  months  of 
planning  by  campus  personnel  and 
architects. 

Devaluation 
trims  dollar 
10  per  cent 

LONDON  (AP)  -  European 
governments  praised  the  United  States 
Tuesday  for  swiftly  and  decisively 
bringing  to  an  end  the  crisis  of  confidence 
in  the  dollar. 

The  surprise  American  decision 
Monday  night  to  devalue  the  dollar  for 
the  second  time  in  14  months,  and  this 
time  by  an  unexpectedly  large  10  per 
cent,  was  seen  in  Europe  as  almost  certain 
to  stop  the  unprecedented  selling  wave  of 
dollars  on  world  money  markets. 

But  fears  were  voiced  at  the  same  time 
that  what  has  largely  been  a  dollar  crisis 
may  now  turn  to  speculation  against 
other  currencies  and  a  fresh  round  of 
monetary  turmoil  sooner  or  later.  Adding 
to  the  confusion  was  the  fact  that  five 
financially  important  countries  are  now 
allowing  their  currencies  to  float  outside 
fixed  exchange  rates. 

Italy  was  the  latest  to  join  this  group 
Tuesday.  The  others  are  Britain,  Canada, 
Switzerland  and  Japan. 

Furthermore  all  the  new  exchange 
rates-in  effect  changes  in  the  price  of 
money— were  bound  to  affect  world  trade 
by  revising  export  prices. 

In  Washington,  President  Nixon  warned 
that  the  dollar  devaluation  was  at  best 
only  a  temporary  solution  to  the  free 
world’s  trade  and  monetary  problems. 
British  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
Anthony  Barber  voiced  the  hope  that  the 
dollar  devaluation  would  speed  efforts 
toward  longer-lasting  reforms  in  the 
world  monetary  system. 

The  first  hint  of  how  well  the 
devlauation  is  likely  to  work  was  not 
expected  before  Wednesday  when  most 
of  the  world’s  foreign  exchange  markets 
reopen  for  the  first  time  since  last  Friday.

Election  violations  considered 


Council  passes  new  policy

Procedures  for  dealing  with  any 
possible  ASBYU  election 
violations  were  passed  by  the 
Executive  Council  in  Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

The  Council  proposed  that  the 
Elections  Committee,  to  be 
chosen  by  Bill  Fillmore,  ASBYU 
president,  act  as  the  court  of 
original  jurisdiction  for  election 
disputes. 

The  Council  also  agreed  the 
Attorney  General’s  office  should 
be  responsible  for  investigating 
and  prosecuting  all  alleged 
violators. 

The  procedures,  passed  in  the 
form  of  a  by-law,  state  that  all 
violations  of  election  rules  must 


be  tried  within  48  hours  after  the 
candidate  involved  is  notified. 
Furthermore,  “it  is  assumed  the 
candidate  will  have  sufficient 
knowledge  of  election  rules. 
Ignorance  of  the  rules  in  most 
cases  will  not  be  considered,”  says 
Attorney  General  Mark  Reynolds.

Aylworth  said  the  dealers  told 
him  backers  were  “local 
people  .  .  .  mainly  influential 
people  and  that  quite  often  they 
were  attorneys.”  Gygi  later  said 
that  dealers  told  him  doctors  were 
often  backers  too. 

GYGI  ALSO  was  asked  whether 
he  had  gone  to  the  police 
departments  to  check  the 
information  he  had  been  given. 

“I’m  doing  that  now,”  Gygi 
testified  in  the  January  hearing,  “I 
didn’t  before  the  articles  were 
published.” 

Aylworth  added  that  he  had 
talked  to  BYU  Security  Chief 
Swen  Nielsen  and  Cal  Farr,  a 
detective  in  the  narcotics  division. 
“They  refuted  a  good  percentage 
of  it,”  said  Aylworth. 

Chief  Nielsen,  present  at  the 
November  hearing,  added  that 
after  reading  the  articles  before 
publication,  “I  don’t  think  I  said 
they  were  accurate.  I  think  I  may 
have  indicated  that  I  would 
concede  they  probably  were.” 

Farr,  however,  did  not  believe 
the  number  of  heroin  addicts 
quoted  in  the  article.  Under 
additional  questioning,  Aylworth 
said  he  had  confused  the  use  of 
the  word  “crystal”  at  the  time  he 
wrote  the  articles.  He  said  he 
thought  the  word  referred  to 
heroin,  but  later  learned  it  was 
slang  for  the  methamphetamines 
group. 

A  transcript  of  the  testimony  of 
Detective  Cleo  Davis,  engaged  by 
the  county  attorney’s  office  to 
make  a  private  investigation,  will 
be  released  today.

Interstate  phone  tolls  boosted

A  new  schedule  of  interstate 
telephone  rates  was  recently 
approved  by  the  Federal 
Communication  Commission. 

American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  said  “the  increase  will 
effect  customer-dialed  calls  during 
weekday  business  hours, 
operator-assisted  calls,  some 
person-to-person  calls  and  the 
WATS  (Wide  Area 
Telecommunications  Service). 

However,  all  rates  for  interstate 


The  Utah  House  of 
Representatives  yesterday 
approved  a  newsman’s  shield  law 
which  would  allow  reporters  to 
keep  many  of  their  sources  of 
information  confidential. 

In  a  43-30  vote  the  bill  passed 
without  a  controversial 
amendment  which  its  backers 
claimed  would  have  rendered  it 
useless. 

The  bill  was  reported  out  of 
committee  last  week  with  the 
amendment  which  would  not 
protect  the  newsman  if  his  story 
and  sources  related  to  future 
crimes  or  malfeasance  in  office. 
The  amendment  was  killed 
following  a  noon  recess  yesterday 
and  representatives  okayed  the 
measure  for  passage  to  the  Senate. 

The  proposed  shield  law  would 
not  provide  for  confidentiality  of 
a  newsman’s  sources  if 
preservation  of  life  or  prevention 
of  acts  of  treason  or  sedition  are 
involved. 

The  measure  was  making  its 
second  appearance  on  the  floor  of 
the  House  after  being  approved 
and  recalled  for  another  vote  last 
month.  It  received  stiff  opposition 
from  some  local  legislators  and 
interested  citizens  including 
former  BYU  president  Ernest 
Wilkinson. 

To  date,  the  bill  has  drawn 
more  debate  than  any  other 
before  the  House. 

In  other  action  the  House 
approved  a  bill  which  would  make 
it  illegal  to  discharge,  demote  or 
reduce  the  salary  of  any  employe 
taking  leave  for  childbirth.  The 
law  would  allow  up  to  three 
months  leave  of  absence  for 
women  employed  by  both  federal, 
state  and  private  agencies. 

The  Senate  voted  favorably  on  a

Governor  Calvin  Rampton

Meanwhile,  the  Governor  was 
working  on  a  new  abortion  bill  as 
a  substitute  to  an  earlier  one 
which  was  tossed  back  and  forth 
by  members  of  both  houses  in 
search  of  a  sponsor.  The  bill  never 
made  it  under  the  Senate  bill 
introduction  deadline  last  week, 
but  Rampton  indicated  he  would 
seek  special  permission  for 
introduction.

As  an  example  he  mentioned  a 
customer-dialed  call  to  California 
during  daytime  which  has 
increased  five  cents  for  the  first 
three  minutes.  Every  additional 
minute  costs  now  32  cents:  Two 
cents  more  than  previously. 

A  person-to-person  call  to 
California  remains  the  same, 
$2.15.  An  extra  minute  costs  32 
cents  which  is  a  four  cent 
increase. 

O  perator-assisted 
station-to-station  calls  during  all 
time  periods  have  increased  five 
cents  for  the  first  three  minutes. 
This  includes  credit-card,  collect, 
third-number,  hotel-guest  and 
coin  telephone  calls. 

The  new  rates  for  long  distance 
calls  became  effective  on  Jan.  22, 
1973.  The  new  rates  for  WATS 
will  become  effective  on  March 
13,  1973,  unless  suspended  by  the 
FCC.  The  interstate  WATS  rates 
would  be  increased  by  two  per 
cent. 

The  FCC  will  conduct 
additional  hearings  on  the 
lawfulness  of  the  rates.  They  also 
pointed  out  that  FCC  rules  permit 
any  interested  persons  to  appear 
and  participate  in  the  hearings. 

This  is  the  second  general 
increase  in  interstate  long  distance 
rate  levels  in  almost  20  years.  In 
spite  of  the  inflation  during  this 
period  the  rates  have  been 
reduced  .  repeatedly,  telephone 
company  officials  say. 

With  this  increase  the  level  of 
the  new  rates  is  still  below  the 
1953  level,  yet  the  cost  of  living 
has  gone  up  more  than  50  per 
cent  during  those  20  years, 
telephone  spokesmen  said. 


Armed  guards  ordered  to  man 
all  airport  boarding  points 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  ordered 
airport  managements  Tuesday  to  post  an  armed  guard  at  each  boarding 
point  beginning  Friday. 

The  notification  followed  failure  of  legal  moves  to  stave  off  the 
requirement. 

The  guards  will  replace  the  U  S.  deputy  marshals  and  customs  officers 
now  employed  to  provide  assistance,  as  needed,  to  airline  employes 
screening  boarding  passengers  and  inspecting  hand  luggage. 

The  Airport  Operators  Council  International  (AOCI),  which  had  won 
a  court  postponement  of  an  earlier  FAA  deadline,  said  it  was  polling 
airports  to  find  out  the  likely  degree  of  compliance  to  the  order  setting 
the  new  effective  date. 

“The  situation  is  very  confused,”  said  J.J.  Corbett,  AOCI 
vice-president  of  federal  affairs. 

“Some  airports  already  have  complied  even  though  no  regulation  was 
in  effect.

Job  outlook  improvin 


While  at  present  there  may  be  only  a 
faint  rumble,  job  opportunities  for 
college  graduates  are  beginning  to 
boom-and  at  higher  pay. 

Highlighted  by  an  expected  increase  of 
nearly  20  per  cent  over  last  year,  job 
openings  for  1973  college  graduates 
should  be  the  highest  in  four  years.  In  a 
recent  national  poll,  69  per  cent  of 
companies  surveyed  said  they  expected  to 
hire  more  college  graduates  this  year. 
Starting  salaries,  too,  are  expected  to  be 
up  an  average  of  two  to  three  per  cent. 

Yet,  while  the  employment  picture  is 
steadily  improving,  it  is  critical  to  begin 
seeking,  employment  early  since  job 
competition  will  still  be  fierce.  According 
to  Wayne  Hansen,  Director  of  the  BYU 
Placement  Center,  last  fall  was  the  best 
time  for  April  graduates  to  begin  seeking 
jobs.

Young  Academy  Student.  It  is  reprinted  here  as  wisdom  from  the  past. 

Affectation  is  one  quality  that  every  intelligent  young  person  should 
avoid.  Nothing  is  more  becoming  in  girlhood  than  unaffected  modesty, 
gentleness,  and  simplicity  of  deportment.  If  the  face  is  plain,  the  figure 
awkward,  and  the  speech  unpolished,  better  so,  if  the  soul  be  pure,  and 
the  heart  kind,  than  to  attempt  imitating  that  which  we  are  not.  God 
intends  his  children  to  be  honest.  This  we  are  assured  of  by  the 
systematic  arrangement  of  nature’s  works;  in  the  formation,  beauty, 
and  growth  of  trees,  plants,  flowers,  etc.;  also  the  classification  of 
waters,  land,  mountains;  each  have  laws  to  govern  and  control  them. 

The  strawberry  bed  would  look  out  of  place  in  an  orange  grove, 
queen  rose  out  of  place  on  a  morning  glory  vine,  or  even  a  daisy  on  a 
corn  stalk.  What  would  be  more  absurd  than  a  small  river  attempting  to 
hold  sway  where  the  mighty  ocean  rolls  forth,  or  the  low  plain 
assuming  the  high  proportions  of  the  towering  mountain.  It  is  proper  to 
follow  wise,  good  and  worthy  examples,  but  the  main  idea  is  that  all 
should  act  their  own,  true,  natural  self.  Have  an  ideal,  a  model  within 
your  personal  organization  to  live  for,  to  labor  for,  and  become  like. 
Everyone  arriving  at  the  age  of  accountability  should  have  an  aim,  an 
object  in  life,  far  above  shallow  selfishness,  the  follies  of  living  simply 
to  attract  attention,  to  be  petted  and  flattered.  We  should  maintain  a 
dignity;  a  strength  of  mind;  a  true  character,  all  our  own.  God  has 
endowed  woman  with  intellect,  reasoning  powers,  purity  of  thought, 
judgement,  and  all  the  attributes  necessary,  with  cultivation,  to  make 
her  the  able  helpmate  of  intelligent  man.  This  being  the  case,  why 
should  she  ever  ape  the  sentiments  of  fashion,  or  actions  of  others? 
Nature’s  gifts  are  all  that  are  needed,  without  affectation  of  any  name 
or  quality.

Officials  of  the  Oak  Hills  School 
in  Mapleton  have  filed  suit  in 
Fourth  District  Court  charging  six 
local  residents  with  slander  in 
conjunction  with  recent  disputes 
over  the  location  of  the  school. 

Dr.  Robert  Christ  and  Jack 
Williams,  operators  of  the 
correctional  school  for  boys,  will 
seek  damages  of  $525,000  from 
the  defendants  La  Vorn  Sparks 
Jr.,  James  Ohran,  Connie  Tucker, 
Cleo  Ashton,  Kent  Wheeler  and 
Carol  Hjorth.  The  complaint 
asserts  that  the  defendants  have 
conducted  a  planned  activity  since 
Jan.  9  to  blacken  the  reputation 
of  the  defendants  and  to  destroy 
their  business. 

The  school,  which  last  weekend 
was  denied  a  permit  to  build  in 
the  Edgemont  area  of  Provo,  will 
appeal  that  decision  in  District 
Court  on  Feb.  23,  according  to 
Williams.  He  indicated  that 


Fourth  District  Court  yesterday 
issued  an  injunction  against  the 
county  which  would  allow 
residents  of  the  school  to  remain 
on  the  Provo  property  while  the 
appeal  is  in  progress. 

The  defendants  in  the  suit  are 
charged  with  having  incited  others 
to  publish  slanderous  statements 
concerning  the  school  activity. 
The  school  formerly  located  in 
Mapleton  came  up  against  stiff 
community  opposition  when  it 
was  granted  a  permit  to  locate  in 
Provo. 

Williams  said  yesterday  that  the 
County  Attorney’s  Office,  which 
on  two  occasions  upheld  the  right 
of  the  school  to  locate  in  the  area 
“is  now  taking  a  position  in 
support  of  the  board  that  says  we 
are  not  a  school.”  He  indicated 
that  school  officials  would  take 
the  case  to  the  Utah  Supreme 
Court  if  necessary.

More  POW’s  coming  home 


SAIGON,  (AP)  -  Hanoi  said 
yesterday  it  will  release  20  more 
American  prisoners  of  war  from 
North  Vietnam  in  a  few  days,  and 
the  four-party  military 
peacekeeping  commission  here 
was  summoned  into  session 
Wednesday  to  make  the 
arrangements. 

At  the  same  time,  Col.  Bui  Tin, 
chief  spokesman  for  the  North 
Vietnamese  delegation  to  the 
commission,  said  the  second 
group  of  American  prisoners  of 
war  held  in  South  Vietnam  will  be 
released  in  1 0  to  15  days,  possibly 
near  the  same  site  where  27  U.S. 
prisoners  were  freed  Monday. 

Tin  said  he  had  no  details  on 
the  impending  release  of  the  20 
prisoners  in  North  Vietnam. 

Jerry  W  Friedheim,  spokesman 
for  the  Defense  Department  in 
Washington,  said  on  Tuesday  the 
Pentagon  had  received  the  list  of 
names  of  the  20  Americans  to  be 
freed  in  North  Vietnam  and  their 
families  were  being  notified. 
Included  on  the  list  are  four  Navy 
men  and  16  from  the  Air  Force. 

A  total  of  116  American 
prisoners  were  freed  by  Hanoi  on 
Monday  in  addition  to  the  27 
released  in  South  Vietnam.  The 
release  of  the  additional  20  will 
bring  to  163  the  number  of 
American  prisoners  feleased  by 
the  Communists  in  both  the 
North  and  South,  including  eight 
civilians.  It  will  leave  320 
American  prisoners  held  in  North 


Vietnam,  99  in  South  Vietnam 
and  nine  in  Laos.  These  include 
19  civilians  in  South  Vietnam  and 
two  in  Laos  still  in  captivity. 

The  Pentagon  indicated  that 
North  Vietnam’s  action 
apparently  is  a  goodwill  gesture 
following  a  four-day  visit  to  Hanoi 
by  U.S.  presidential  adviser  Henry 
A.  Kissinger,  who  negotiated  the 
peace  agreement  under  which  all 
American  prisoners  of  war  are  to 
be  freed  by  March  28. 

Friedheim  said  the  Pentagon 


was  informed  of  the  release  by 
North  Vietnam  through 
“communications  channels.”  He 
did  not  elaborate  but  said  the 
message  apparently  was  connected 
with  Kissinger’s  postwar 
discussions  with  the  Hanoi 
leadership. 

Kissinger  arrived  in  Hong  Kong 
earlier  Tuesday  for  a  two-day  stop 
before  continuing  on  to  Peking  on 
Thursday  for  talks  with  Chinese 
leaders. 

Kissinger  had  said  he  expected 


that  all  of  the  American  prisoners 
will  be  released  in  four  increments 
of  roughly  equal  numbers  in 
two-week  intervals.  The  peace 
agreement  signed  in  Paris  on  Jan. 
27  states  only  that  all  prisoners 
are  to  be  released  within  60  days, 
or  by  March  28,  and  makes  no 
specific  time  provisions.  It  says 
only  that  the  releases  shall  be 
contingent  on  the  rate  of 
American  troop  withdrawals  from 
South  Vietnam,  and  shall  be  no 
slower.

SAIGON  (AP)  -  The  Saigon 
government  and  the  Viet  Cong 
exchanged  hundreds  more 
prisoners  Tuesday  at  Loc  Ninh, 
where  27  American  captives  were 
freed  Monday.  They  also  traded 
new  charges  of  cease-fire 
violations. 

U.S.  Cl  30  transports  from 
Thailand  ferried  the  prisoners 
between  Bien  Hoa,  15  miles 
northeast  of  Saigon,  and  Loc 
Ninh,  60  miles  farther  North. 

By  midafternoon,  the  Saigon 
command  said  it  had  received 
more  than  600  government 
prisoners  from  the  Viet  Cong  at 
Loc  Ninh  since  Monday  and 
released  500  Communist  soldiers 
in  return.  It  said  the  exchange  was 
continuing. 

Other  releases,  in  Pleiku 
Province  in  the  central  highlands 
and  Quang  Tri  Province  just  below 
the  demilitarized  zone,  have  been 
delayed. 

About  100  disabled  North 
Vietnamese  POWs  were  flow  from 
Bien  Hoa  to  Hue  Monday  for 
release  in  Communist  territory  in 
Quang  Tri  Province,  but  the 
release  was  not  carried  out.  U.S. 
military  sources  said  the  North 
Vietnamese  reported  they  were 
not  prepared  to  receive  the 
prisoners  because  they  lacked 
transportation  and  facilities. 
Tentative  plans  were  made  to  try 
the  release  again  Wednesday. 

Three  hundred  South 
Vietnamese  prisoners  also  were 
scheduled  for  release  Monday  in 
Pleiku,  but  Communist  delegates 
to  the  four-party  Joint  Military 
Commission  were  reported  to 
have  told  the  commission  there 
was  some  difficulty  in 
communications  with  field 
commanders  arranging  the  release. 

The  Saigon  command  said  many 
of  the  South  Vietnamese  prisoners 
freed  were  suffering  from  malaria 
and  skin  infections.

Devaluation 
means  upped 
import  prices 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
10-per-cent  dollar  devaluation  will 
mean  higher  U.S.  prices  for  such 
popular  items  as  Japanese  tape 
recorders,  German  automobiles 
and  French  wines. 

And,  if  it  works  out,  U.S.- 
business  men  will  find  their 
products  more  competitive  in 
foreign  countries. 

The  effect  of  a  devaluation  is  to 
make  the  cost  of  foreign  goods 
more  expensive,  since  the  dollar 
will  buy  less  internationally,  and 
the  price  of  U.S.  goods  cheaper  in 
foreign  markets. 

But  this  won’t  necessarily  be 
universal.  Monday’s  devaluation 
may  not  have  that  impact  on 
Canadian  and  British  goods,  since 
both  these  countries  have  floating 
currencies,  meaning  their  values 
are  dependent  on  the  market  from 
day  to  day. 

The  prices  in  these  instances 
depend  on  what  happens  to  the 
dollar  face-to-face  with  the  values 
of  those  currencies. 

But  West  Germany  and  France 
are  keeping  a  fixfed  rate  of  value 
for  their  currencies.  Thus,  a 
$2,000  German  car  theoretically 
should  cost  $200  more,  and  $5 
bottle  of  French  wine,  50  cents 
more. 

It’s  not  always  this  simple, 
however.  Some  companies  find 
ways  to  cut  their  profits  to  hold 
down  prices  and  maintain  a  share 
of  the  U.S.  market. 

Most  Americans  won’t  notice 
that  a  devaluation  has  taken  place 
unless  they’re  planning  a  foreign 
trip  and  are  ready  to  trade  in  their 
dollars  for  foreign  currency. 

But  a  devaluation  will  have  its 
domestic  impact  just  the  same.  It 
contributes  to  the  rate  of  inflation 
by  raising  import  prices. 

How  much  impact  on  inflation 
is  hard  to  measure.  Imports  make 
up  about  6  per  cent  of  total 
domestic  economic  output, 
however. 

The  effect  on  U.S.  jobs,  a 
long-range  factor,  is  even  harder 
to  measure.  If  the  U.S.  move 
proves  successful,  imports  would 
be  slowed  and  exports  stimulated. 
The  slowing  of  imports 
presumably  would  save  some 
industries  having  a  hard  time 
competing  against  foreign  goods.

BYU  freshman  Alan  R.  Johnson 
is  headed  for  Washington  D.C.  this 
Sunday  to  compete  for  $9,000  in 
scholarships  and  to  visit  President 
Richard  Nixon. 

Johnson,  from  Rupert,  Idaho, 
will  compete  in  the  national  finals 
of  the  Reader’s  Digest 
Association-Boy  Scouts  of 
America  National  Public  Speaking 
Contest.  He  is  one  of  12  finalists 
who  earned  the  honor  after 
competing  with  1 ,000  contestants 
nationally.  Final  competition  will 
be  Feb.  21  at  the  Washington 
Hilton  Hotel. 

The  following  morning,  Alan 
and  15  fellow  scouts  and 
explorers  will  meet  the  President 
at  a  special  scout  anniversary 
breakfast. 

Active  in  scouting  for  10  years, 
Alan  is  a  member  of  Explorer  Post 
52,  sponsored  by  the  Church. 


Some  200  members  of  BYU 
Women  and  their  guests  heard 
distinguished  speakers  discuss 
nutrition,  interior  design,  and 
personal  revelation  in  a  meeting 
recently  in  the  Sky  room,  ELWC. 

Dr.  John  M.  Hill,  associate 
professor  of  food  science  and 
nutrition  at  BYU,  said  that  of  the 
10,000  additives  currently  being 
used  in  our  foods,  less  than  1,000 
of  them  have  been  tested  for 
safety.  “At  least  some  of  the 
cancer  in  our  society  is  probably 
due  to  what  we  have  been  adding 
to  our  foods,”  Dr.  Hill  said. 

Dr.  Hill  predicted  that  within 
10  years  beef  will  be  a  luxury 
beyond  the  economic  reach  of 
most  families.  He  told  the  women 
that  vegetable  protein-such  as 
that  found  in  soybeans— will 
replace  beef. 

Phyllis  Allen,  BYU  instructor  in 
environmental  design,  encouraged 
the  women  to  make  known  what 
they  need  and  desire  in  their 
homes.  “If  you  do  so,”  she  said, 
“architects  and  designers  will 
respond  positively.” 

Mrs.  Allen  said  furniture  should 
be  purchased  with  the  long-range 
view  in  mind,  noting  that  “good 
furniture  is  a  joy  all  your 
life  ...  it  becomes  more  beautiful 
as  you  take  care  of  it.”  She  urged 
the  women  to  learn  the  rules  for 
effective  interior  design  and  then 
have  the  courage  to  use  that 
knowledge  to  express  their  own 
tastes  and  desires. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Pope,  instructor 
in  the  BYU  College  of  Religious 


Instruction,  stressed  the  need  for 
the  women  to  rely  on  personal 
revelation  in  guiding  their  lives. 
“We  should  ask  the  spirit  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  direct  us  in  our 
thinking,  that  our  judgment  might 
be  good  and  that  we  might  always 
know  what  is  for  our  benefit,” 
Mrs.  Pope  said. 

Theme  of  the  meeting  was 
“Portraits  of  the  Future.”  The 
three  addresses  will  be  broadcast 
over  KBYU-FM  on  Thursday, 
Feb.  15,  at  10:05  a.m.

Then  I  had  to  wait 
until  the  train  returned  once  again 
before  I  could  get  off.  When  I  got 
home  I  slept  for  three  days 
straight,”  said  Ohshima. 

Special  training  is  held  only  by 
the  older  karate  styles,  according 


to  Tome  House,  president  of 
BYU  Karate  Club.

Belmont’s  friends  say  he  found 
his  niche  at  Brigham  Young.  A 
pre-dental  student,  he  studies  hard 
enough  to  keep  a  grade  average 
that  is  even  higher  than  his 
average  on  the  court.  What  time  is 
not  taken  up  by  classes  or 
basketball  he  spends  hunting, 
fishihg  or  playing  ping-pong  or 
pool. 

Occasionally  he  finds  time  to  do 
“favors”  for  his  roommates.  Greg 
Snow  recalls  the  time  Belmont 
called  a  girl  on  the  phone,  told  her 
he  was  Doug  Richards  and  asked 
her  out. 

“It  wasn’t  as  bad  as  it  could 


have  been,”  Snow  admitted. 
“Richards  did  want  to  take  her 
out.  But  it  really  shook  him  up 
when  Bill  told  him  a  couple  of 
hours  before  the  date  what  he’d 
done.” 

In  the  typical  “zoner”  fashion, 
Anderson  takes  each  day  as  it 
comes.  Friends  say  he  often  takes 
his  car  to  school  and  then  forgets 
about  it,  hitching  rides  home  with 
them.  Or  they  talk  about  the  time 
“he  was  in  such  a  fog  during 
practice  that  Coach  Potter  told 
him  five  times  to  cut  to  the  left 
and  he  went  right.” 

LEGENDS  SPRING  UP  about 
his  slowness  of  speech. 

“He’s  such  a  slow  talker  you 


wouldn’t  believe  it,”  said 
roommate  Larry  Nelson.  “The 
other  day  I  got  picked  up  for 
reckless  driving,  and  Bill  tried  to 
explain  to  the  policeman  what 
had  happened.  He  talked  so 
slowly  the  officer  thought  we 
were  drunk  and  gave  us  the 
alcohol  test.  He’s  a  character  for 
sure.” 

Belmont  denied  the  part  about 
the  alcohol  test,  but  he 
remembered  the  rest  of  the  story. 
“I’m  basically  an  easygoing 
person,”  he  added.  “If  a  bunch  of 
guys  are  doing  something  to  pass 
the  time,  I’ll  go  along.” 

‘‘Easygoing”  is  probably  the 
key  to  the  Anderson  nature. 
Players  describe  him  as  “really 
dedicated  but  nonchalant, 
unemotional.”  And  this  attitude  is 
evident  as  well  on  the  field  as 
away  from  the  court. 

“It’s  a  matter  of  concentration 
when  you’re  out  there  on  the 
playing  floor,”  he  said.  “Actually, 
you  kind  of  focus  on  what’s 
happening  right  there  and  then. 
You  can’t  ,  think,  ‘if  I  miss  this 
shot  we’re  going  to  be  three 
behind’  or  ‘if  I  don’t  make  this 
one  we’re  going  to  lose  the  game’. 

‘‘It’s  human  nature  to  get 
nervous,”  he  continued.  “But 
with  practice  and  the  confidence 
experience  gives  you,  you  can  get 
into  a  game  and  not  get  nervous 
or  choked  in  tight  situations.” 

Weaknesses?  Anderson  has 
some.  He  says  he  lacks  “a  little  bit 
of  speed.”  But  as  far  as  all-around 
playing  goes,  he  believes  he 
compares  with  “just  about  any 
ball  player  in  most  areas.” 

In  spite  of  his  abilities,  Belmont 
claims  he  is  not  waiting  to  be 
drafted  by  a  professional  team. 

“That’s  secondary,”  he  said.  “If 
a  good  offer  comes  up  I’ll 
consider  it.  But  right  now  with  an 
education  to  think  about  I  don’t 
want  to  have  to  worry  about 
that.”

Industries 
offer  gifts 
for  POWs 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A  new 
car,  a  vacation  in  the  Bahamas  and 
free  advice  from  a  psychic  who 
reads  the  future  are  among  the 
grab  bag  of  gifts  proposed  for  the 
returning  prisoners  of  war. 


men  will  be  free  to  accept  what 
they  want. 

Hawkins  says  the  chief  concern 
is  that  the  repatriated  prisoners 
not  be  exploited  or  be  used  in 
endorsements  for  products. 


A  bottling  company  wants  to 
provide  free  soda  machines  at  one 
hospital.  At  another,  free 
television  sets  were  offered. 


Dozens  of  offers  from  private 
industry,  organizations,  groups 
and  individuals  are  flowing  into 
the  Pentagon.  Each  is  being 
screened  for  “appropriateness  and 
legitimacy,”  says  Capt.  A.R. 
Hawkins,  head  of  the  Pentagon’s 
Office  of  Community  Relations. 


Defense  Department  regulations 
prohibit  members  of  the  armed 
forces  from  accepting  gifts  from  a 
person  or  firm  doing  business  with 
the  Pentagon,  but  beyond  that  the 


Each  man  will  be  informed  of 
the  offers  after  leaving  the 
military  hospital  to  which  he  will 
be  shipped,  and  “it  will  then 
become  a  personal  matter 
between  the  man,  his  family  and 
the  person  or  organization  making 
the  offer,”  Hawkins  said  in  an 
interview. 

In  addition  to  these  gifts,  the  3 1 
stateside  hospitals  at  which  the 
freed  POWs  will  be  treated  have 
received  numerous  offers  of 
assistance. 


The  commanding  officer  in  each 
of  these  hospitals  will  decide 
whether  to  accept  these  offers. 


Hawkins  would  not  disclose 
names  of  the  prospective  donors 
or  discuss  in  detail  the  gifts  being 
offered  returning  servicemen.

'When  Helvi ’s  story  appeared  in 
ae  press,  Daryl  and  Pirkko 
3cided  they  had  to  help.  They 
id  only  one  vehicle  which  Daryl 
>ed  to  commute  30  miles  from 
allsburg,  Wasatch  County,  to 
ork  at  BYU.  They  bought  a  car 
id  turned  the  1970  model  van 
/er  to  Helvi. 

“We  had  the  van,  we  knew  her 
.tuation,  we  felt  our  obligation  to 


helping  van 

do  something  for  her  and  we  did 
it,”  Daryl  said.  “We  have  to  do 
what  we  have  to  do.  We  felt  we 
couldn’t  stand  by  seeing  someone 
suffer  unnecessarily,  especially 
when  that  person  was  doing  so 
much  to  better  herself.” 

Daryl  served  a  mission  for  the 
LDS  Church  in  Finland  but  did 
not  meet  Helvi  there.  His  wife  is  a 
native  of  Finland,  but  she  also  had 
never  met  Helvi  before.  Daryl 
teaches  linguistics  at  BYU  and 
works  in  automatic  language 
processing.  The  Gibbses  have  four 
children. 

After  Helvi  received  the  van,  she 
had  other  problems.  There  were 
no  ramps  or  tie  down  devices  to 
hold  her  wheelchair  securely  in 
place.  These  problems  were 
remedied  by  several  BYU 
employees  and  Jose  Gomis,  a 
friend,  who  volunteered  their  time 
and  materials  to  build  ramps  and 
equip  the  van  for  wheelchair  use. 

Then  Helvi  needed  drivers. 
Some  BYU  students  heard  of  the 
need  and  volunteered  for  the 
delicate  job  of  getting  her  to 
school  and  home  each  day. 

Good  things  seem  to  come  in 
bunches.  About  the  same  time 
Helvi  gftt  the  van,  a  friend  heard 
of  her  need  for  an  electric 
typewriter.  The  next  day,  a  brand 
new  portable  electric  was  on  her 
desk,  no  strings  attached. 

Helvi  says  the  van  and 
typewriter  are  valuable  assets  that 
are  appreciated  beyond 
expression.  Both  give  her  more 
time  for  her  Hebrew  and  Greek 
studies  and  for  her  work  as  a 
translator  for  the  LDS  Church. 
The  van  protects  her  from  cold 
weather,  which  weakens  her. 

Life  has  not  been  easy  for  Helvi 
Temiseva,  but  she  gratefully 
acknowledges  the  many  good 
Samaritans  like  the  Gibbses  who 
have  'made  it  possible  for  her  to 
do  many  seemingly  impossible 
things.

Money  crisis  prevails 

for  Americans  abroad 


LONDON  (AP)  —  “I  can’t  buy 
any  presents  or  souvenirs,”  the 
disgruntled  tourist  said.  “I’m 
going  home.” 

This  particular  unhappy  traveler 
was  an  American  in  Tokyo,  but  he 
could  have  been  virtually  anybody 
sightseeing  in  nearly  any  foreign 
country  this  week. 

Travelers  taking  advantage  of 
lower  off-season  rates  in  most 
countries  found  themselves 
luckless  bystanders  in  the  latest 
international  currency  crisis.  In 
many  countries  they  could  not  be 
sure  how  much  money  they  could 
change  or  what  rate  they  would 
get  for  their  own  currency. 

Travel  plans  suddenly  went 
awry  when  foreign  exchange 
markets  in  key  world  capitals 
closed  temporarily.  Banks,  hotels, 
and  travel  firms  coped  as  best 
they  could,  helped  by  the  smaller 
number  of  off-season  tourists. 

But  for  the  vacationer  abroad, 
and  the  businessman  as  well, 
uncertainty  prevailed  from 
London  to  Tokyo. 

London  banks  were  limiting 
exchanges  to  100  pounds  for 
travelers  only,  on  orders  from  the 
British  treasury.  Depending  on  the 
exchange  rate,  the  traveler  could 
pay  anything  from  $239  to  $242 
for  his  100  pounds.  A  traveler 
doing  London  on  an  expense 
account  basis  could  easily  spend 
50  pounds  a  day  on  hotel,  food 
and  entertainment. 

Vacationers  with  travelers 
checks  generally  did  better. 
American  Express  in  London  was 
changing  dollar  travelers  checks 
for  $2.40  a  pound,  the  same  rate 
in  force  for  the  past  three  weeks. 
There  was  no  limit  on  the  amount 
changed. 

The  Savoy,  one  of  London’s 
more  expensive  hotels,  by 
contrast,  was  charging  $2.42  a 
pound  and  limiting  transactions  to 
guests. 

Thomas  Cook,  a  British  travel 
agency,  told  its  120  officers  in 
Britain  to  honor  all  Cook’s 
travelers  checks  in  dollars  or 
sterling,  and  other  travelers  checks 
so  long  as  the  supplies  of  foreign 
currency  on  hand  permits. 
Foreign  exchange  markets  are 
likely  to  reopen  before  these 
funds  run  out. 

American  Express  in  London 


advised  tourists  to  buy  travelers 
checks  during  the  present  crisis  to 
safeguard  their  dollars.  A 
spokesman  there  described  the 
situation  as  calm. 

Similar  patterns  held  elsewhere. 

Spain  closed  foreign  exchange 
markets  and  banks  there  were 
charging  foreigners  an  extra  7  to 
10  per  cent  to  change  money  r 

Swiss  banks  declined  to  publish 
a  rate  for  the  dollar.  “The  rate  is 
changing  from  minute  to  minute,” 
a  spokesman  said. 

In  Amsterdam  a  group  of  Dutch 
banks  joined  hands,  to  allow 
tourists  to  pay  hotel  bills  and 
meet  other  commitments. 

Danish  banks  were  attempting 
to  stick  to  Friday’s  closing 
exchange  rates  for  foreign 
tourists.  But  for  Danes  wishing  to 
change  money,  banks  in 
Copenhagen  were  requiring  proof 
first  of  intent  to  travel  abroad. 

There  was  little  activity  in  Paris. 
American  banks  there  were 
changing  dollars  for  francs,  but  at 
poorer  rates  for  tourists.

Both 
concerts  will  be  held  in  the  de 
Jong  Concert  hall.  Tickets  are 
available  in  the  music  ticket 
office. 

The  Marriott  Center  will  be  the 
location  for  the  performance  of 
the  famed  Vienna  Boys’  Choir, 
scheduled  for  March  2.  Admission 
is  $1  for  students  and  the  public.
